HUNT MEETING SEASON 


OPENS WITH SANDHILLS 


The opening of the 1939 
Hunt-Meeting season takes place with 
the running of the 5th Annual Sand- 
hills Races, in Pinehurst and South- 
ern Pines, on Saturday, March 18th. 
This meeting, always one of the best 
in the southland in the early spring, 
presents a double feature in the 
$1,000. Yadkin Steeplechase and the 
Sandhills Cup, over timber. 

One of the largest crowds ever to 
attend a race meeting in North Caro- 
lina was present for last year’s run- 
hing of the Sandhills Cup when Jack 
Skinner put on an almost unparallel- 
ed feat, of falling with Corn Dodger 
and then remounting to ride to vic- 
tory. The Yadkin ’Chase was a real 
contest, with nine starters and the 
L. W. Robinson, Jr., Cabin Fire, get- 
ting home the winner, turning back 
Stout efforts of such good ones as 
Crooning Water and Wilfred G.

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Whitaker’s Crepe 
Wins Two Straight 


Three Time Makers Boost Vir- 
ginia Earnings In Past Week 
Of Racing 

B. F. Whitaker’s Crepe, 4-year-old 
son of the late *Omar Khayyam, not 
only made it two straight for himself 
when he captured Hialeah Park’s fea- 
tured Palatka Handicap last Tuesday, 
but in leading home the favored Wise 
Prince and Armor Bearer, who finish- 
ed third, the colt avenged his last de- 
feat when he followed the heels of 
these two respected performers in on 
February 15. This makes Crepe’s 
third victory since he won his first 
start of the year back in January. 

Three of Time Maker’s progeny 
occupied the winners’ circle during 
the past week, two of these also were 
from B. F. Whitaker’s stable. First 
the 33-year-old filly Red Time annex- 
ed a six furlong claiming event at 
Hialeah one week ago today, trounc- 
ing eight others of the same sex and 
age. The following day at the Miami 
track the 3-year-old gelding Rock 
Maker carried the Whitaker colors 
home on top again in a six furlong 
allowance race, while that same day 
at the New Orleans Fair Grounds T. 
J. Hill’s 3-year-old colt Cackle Time 
scored his second victory of the sea- 
son over a like distance under similar 
conditions.

Won By Noel Laing 


The Carolina Cup is to be run this 





year on Sat., April Ist, on the 
“Springdale Course’, in Camden, 
C. 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Assn. 
the Committee is composed of James 
Boyd, Burwell H. Boykin, Jr., Frank 
J. Bryan, Thomas Hitchcock, Harry 
D. Kirkover, F. Skiddy von Stade, 
Ernest L. Woodward, and Mrs. Mar- 
ion du Pont Scott. 

The 19th running of The Carolina 
Cup will draw the top timber horses 
in the country, and many are in 
training in the Carolinas at this writ- 
ing. The first race was run in 1930. 
when the late Noel Laing rode his 
own Ballast II, to best Lyman Wright 
on Mrs. Robert Kim’s Eloquence. 
The second running saw Mill Creek 
Stables’ Sea Soldier come out of the 
west, with J. V. H. Davis up to beat 
Mrs. Francis P. Garvan’s Sea Plant. 

Noel Laing was the winning rider 
again in 1932, when he banged home 
Mrs. Scott’s Troublemaker, ahead of 
Raymond G. Woolfe’s efforts on Mrs. 
T. H. Symington’s Primero. The 
fourth running was won by Pink Tip- 
ped, owned by R. K. Mellon and rid- 
den by William B. Streett. Hotspur 
II was second that year, with Mr. 
Woolfe up again. The fifth running 
to Charioteer, of Mrs. T. .F 
Proctor, Jr.’s stable, with James P. 
McCormick riding. Hotspur II was 
second again and Drinmore Lad, 
owned by Paul Mellon and ridden by 
James E. Ryan was third. 

Drinmore Lad came in to his own 
in 1935, with Mr. Ryan up, with

Famous Breeder And Owner Of Timber 


Prospects Discusses Future Of Races 


Dr. Lewis M. Allen Finds The Maryland Hunt Cup 
A Great Sporting Tradition Of American 
Sportsmen Inconceivable To Change 


A short, compact man, with graying hair showing underneath his sur- 
geon’s cap swung his legs over the edge of a bed in the Winchester Hospital 
one day this week and spoke earnestly on the future of timber racing and 
the Maryland Hunt Cup. Breeder and owner of more famous timber win- 
ners and show horses, perhaps, than any other single individual, Dr. Lewis 
M. Allen of Clifton Farms, has put his heart and soul into two all absorbing 
interests, the practice of medicine and the thoroughbred horse. The first 
thing he ever did, he said with a smile, as he relaxed for a moment from his 
Hospital duties, was to have a horse. 

“To me, the Maryland Hunt Cup means more than to most Virginians for 
I have grown up on it in Maryland.” 

For 16 years a resident of Baltimore, and a member of the Green Spring 
Valley Hunt Club, Dr. Allen has rarely missed seeing the running of the 
famous cup race since the days when Tim Burr, The Squire and Princeton 
used to battle for the honor of being the greatest horse in Maryland, up to 
the present, when the winner of the Maryland captures the greatest timber 
honor in the country. 

“I speak of my background and association in Maryland, ‘Dr .Allen said 
with real feeling, ‘“‘Because the Maryland Hunt Cup means to me so much 
in the lives of sporting America and to sportsmen all over the United States, 
that to change the sporting character of the Maryland Hunt Cup would be 
sacrilege. Ask any real sportsman ,ask anyone who has had anything to do 
with horses what he considers the greatest race over jumps in this country. 
He does not have to stop to think. It’s the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

“The Maryland Hunt Cup in timber racing is first, an institution and it has 
a tradition. It may only be some forty odd years old, but in this country 
that means a lot. Secondly,’’ and here Dr. Allen paused again to reflect over 
his words, ‘‘The Maryland Hunt Cup is the most difficult race course in the 
world. Noel Laing, after riding in both the Grand National at Aintree and 
the Maryland Hunt Cup told me that he looked forward to riding in both of 
them again, but confessed to a real shudder of fear when facing the Mary- 
and Timber fences. But that is no reason to do away with timber racing. 
Nothing that is worth while or worth doing is easy to accomplish.”’ 

The quiet, reserved man in his surgeon’s uniform, who watched Captain 
Kettle win the Maryland Hunt Cup twice and come second twice after hand- 
ing him over to Charles M. Cheston of Philadelphia, paused again. 

“T get a little thick in the wind,’’ he confessed, ‘“‘When I talk of these 
things.’”” And there was a suspicion of moisture at the corner of his keen 
blue eyes for to Dr. Allen Ostend, Coq Bruyere, Captain Kettle, Rockicy, 
Grey Cock, Red Tape, Clifton’s Beau, Clifton’s David, Clifton'’s Lad, and the 
old horse, Coq Gaulois are still as vivid pictures in his mind and hold the 
same place in his heart as when they played in the paddocks of Clifton Farm. 

“When you talk about doing away with timber racing, it’s inconceivable. 
There is nothing wrong with timber racing in this country except time. 
Owners won't take time to train timber horses. Captain Kettle went four 
times over the Maryland Hunt Cup course and never made a serious mis- 
take, but he was trained first. A timber horse cannot be developed in six 
months like a brush horse. Years of patient training and schooling have to 
go into making a timber horse. The horse can be useful during this time be- 
eause he can be hunted and shown, but the first requisite of a timber horse

Patience is a virtue and so the vir- 
tuous rewarded last Saturday 
afternoon, Feb. 25th, as Hounds drew 
through the surrounding coverts from 
the Middleburg meeting place at one 
o'clock. On and on they drew and 
stick with them did eighty five fol- 
lowers, one of the largest fields since 
the first of the year. 
the Fred land Hounds

was over in the Fred place, back to 
Dr. Bob Humphrey’s that Hounds 
picked up a line.

Some got behind at the start, skirt- 
ing a seeded field, and it was let ’em 
roll to eateh up. Out in front, with 
the Hunt Staff, when Hounds had 
worked their fox to the top of the 
Mtn., and without so much as a dwell, 
were six with Mr. Sands. It had been 
a good thirty minutes and then a 
grey messed things up, with the pack 
dividing, and ten couple going left- 
handed with the new find and the 
other ten carrying on with the red. 

It was good sport, we had to gallop 
and jump through the four mile point 
and take our mounts through deep 
fields. The climb up Institute told 
the story on fitness of horses and the 
field count was but 38, with Foxcroft- 
ers still up, when Hounds split on the 
Mountain. We went left-handed 
through Col. William Clifford’s, with 
only Jockey Nichols getting the 10 
minute swing around in ‘Five Mile 
Woods” on the red. 

A day was called over on the Al- 
fred L. B. di Zerega place when the 
two packs, united, failed to make it 
out, after the first ten couple had run 
toa loss in a bottom there. Mr. Sands 
and field had gone on with these 
Hounds, while Huntsman Maddux 
and Whipper-in George had whipped 
off the ten couple from the grey. It 
Was a full six miles home, and every- 
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one hacked for there was no way to 
get to vans. 

Hounds were out again on Monday, 
Feb. 27th. and again a good part of 
the day was spent in searching out 
seent. It had rained hard through- 
out Saturday night, and on Sunday 
an overcast day did not dry things 
up much. The meet was at Mount- 
ville at eleven and a large field again 
went forth with joint-Masters Miss 
Charlotte Noland and D. C. Sands. 

It was after two hours or more 
that Hounds got a grey under way, 
on Fenton’s. Jumped up in the open 
Hounds quickly accounted. He had 
been chopped, being ridden up by 
out-riders. It was good for Hounds 
and increased keenness, which 
couldn’t help but lag with the two 
hours of blank work. 

But a short while later a red was 
bolted, down near the North Fork 
country. Followers were at a loss to 
account accurately for the elapsed 
time of the run, reports ranging from 
12-15 minutes to over half-an-hour. 
Still it was a buster. Hardly had a 
lead Hound challenged when the en- 
tire pack was carrying the line, pres- 
sing and crowding to a hot scent. For 
those who stayed up on the left- 
handed swing there was sport a plen- 
ty in sustaining a good three minute 
clip, through deep fields and over 
post and rail. 

Hounds swung their fox around to 
North Fork, then on through Young’s 
and Crichton’s and back to North 
Fork again, after having been up and 
through Bowes’ land, by the ford. A 
loss was encountered in wheat near 
Crichton’s.

It is a 
Sport for men—any number of those 
men out today represented genera- 
tions who have farmed and hunted 
in Delaware County since the days 
immediately following the American 
Revolution. 

“Drop Hunts” are not customary 
With Rose Tree. Indeed they are a 
great rarity, but as I said above we 
Were gathered together today to 
in “this age old tradition.’

descrbing the customary procedure. 
I think one of the most detailed and 
better known descriptions is in the 
first chapter of “The Story of Ken- 
nett” by Bayard Taylor. The scene 
takes place in 1796. While that is a 
hundred and forty-three years ago it 
seems to have been a well establish- 
ed custom at that time. 

After Mr. Fox had been set free 
and given a fair start, Rose Tree’s 
pack with the Hounds of our good 
friends the Hanby’s, from southeast 
of Village Green, were turned loose.

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MEN AND WOMEN IN RACING 
It is with a feeling of very real satisfaction that the conditions of the 
Piedmont Point to Point being held by Mr. Paul Mellon have been received. 
There is a race for ladies, a race for gentlemen riders of 175 pounds and for 
gentlemen riders of 200 Ibs. Three races in all over timber and natural 
hunting country in which hunters are to be ridden, race horses and profes- 
sional riders excluded. Could a sportsman ask for more? It would be dif- 
ficult to know where. 
The provision for the separate race for ladies, minimum weight 145 
pounds, comes as an exceedingly welcome condition. There are no keener 
sporting people in the country than ladies; there are also some women rid- 
ers who for pure skill and ability on a horse have no equals, man or woman. 
The mere technique of riding does not, however, seem to qualify a man to 
compete in a struggle which has elements of very real physical danger with 
a member of the opposite sex. In the matter of physical fitness, of ability, 
of courage, of skill in fact in every department of riding, the woman is as 
qualified as the man to ride in point to point meetings, just as the woman 
is as well suited to go in the hunting field with the best top flighter. 
There is, a very real distinction between the hunting field and the point 
to point meeting that makes the position of man and woman in the two 
sports as different as day from night. Hunting is a sport for sport’s sake in 
which the prize, if any, is a fox’s brush and this almost invariably goes to 
the first lady up with Hounds if one be present or near there. Hunting, 
while competitive in a sense, is not a contest. It is definitely not a race. 
Hunting is a sport. It should be even more of a sport and less of a contest 
than it is, for many forget they are hunting a fox in their effort to be first 
in the Field, but it’s all good sport and the lady of the ’chase has her place 
as definitely fixed in the picture as the male. 
Racing, whether it be between the flags or between two points across 
country is sport of a different category. This is a contest in which the sole 
purpose is to defeat all other competitors in the most decisive possible way 
by skill, strength and wits. Why are not men pitted against women in ten- 
nis, in fencing, in boxing, in golf, in foot racing, or any other of a dozen 
different athletic contests. It is untenable purely because men and women 
are a different breed of cats and it is better to recognize the fact and be glad 
of it rather than to attempt to disregard the male and female elements and 
let the best man win, for the truth of the matter is that the best man won’t 
win where there is a lady in the picture. 

Women are not Amazons, not yet, anyway, and disregarding the difference 
in weight, which further complicates the situation, women are still the 
weaker sex. Why then should a man with his greater strength be asked to 
go out and use it against a woman in the same contest knowing that to do 
so, he must send himself at fences and into tight places where his strength 
may give him an advantage, that to exercise might result in a disaster. 
Women are almost invariably excluded from racing at Hunt Meetings, at 
tracks, at steeplechasing meetings, in competition with men. Why are these 
competitions any different from the point to point? If racing over natural 
hunting country is to continue to grow and develop the way it has during 
the past few years, into a sport in which horsemen everywhere can partici- 
pate, the distinction between men and women must be stressed as much in 
this race as in any other. Not to do so is to make of it some strange hybrid, 
neither fish, flesh nor fowl, in which the female of the species will ride with- 
in her rights and the man will be able to exercise none of his prerogatives 
without the danger of injuring hers. The man who accidentally cuts down 
another man in a race is careless, but if he cuts down a woman he is in an 
unpleasant situation that is not nice to contemplate.

Happy Hill Solution

Dear Sirs: 

I read with interest every week 
your articles and editorials on point 
to point meetings. 

In your paper, the week of Feb- 
ruary 17th, I read an article by Mr. 
Francis Greene concerning weights 
for ladies and turning flags, etc. As 
Secretary of the Happy Hill Point to 
Point Meeting at Newtown Square, 
Pennsylvania, which is being run for 
the ninth consecutive year on April 
1st, I beg to differ with Mr. Greene’s 
ideas. 

I feel that in point to point racing. 
the fewer the flags, the better, as in 
the old days it was just a chase from 
one point to another, for after all, 
it is for the riders and not for the 
spectators. Unfortunately, we are 
not able to run our meeting *hat way 
owing to so many new developments 
and hard roads in the Radnor Hunt 
Country, so we have found it neces- 
sary to use two to three direction 
flags to make the distance, but for 
that reason only. To help our visit- 
ing firemen, we open the cours? one 
week before, allowing them to walk 
over it. 


We have discussed and_ experi- 





mented with the weight problem for 
ladies every year and [ feel we have 
found a solution at last. Many well 
known sportsmen have realized the 
difficulty in riding against ladies, a 
born politeness in drawing back at 
jumps, narrow paths and other ob- 
stacles being the hindrance. There- 
fore, in order to avoid the above sit- 
uation, we run a point to point for 
pairs, with a minimum weight of 
180 lbs. for men and 150 Ihs. for 
ladies. We feel the weights are fair, 
bringing the light weight and heavy 
weight to a closer proximity. We 
have run this event for four years 
with great success. 

I am enclosing the conditions of 
our meeting for 1938, which I would 
appreciate your publishing, if poss- 
ible. I feel it would be of great in- 
terest to all sporting people io 
know the conditions of the different 
point to point meetings. 

I agree with the editor that Point 
to Points have a great future and 
may be the solution to our big timber 
problem.

where scent eluded Hounds and a loss 
was encountered. 

Again Hounds were cast, this time 
while still on the mountain and a red 
was started within a short while af- 
ter. It was “Gone Away” once more 
as Hounds swept down the mountain- 
side in full cry as their third quarry 
of the day headed for Rodger Lamb- 
don’s farm. Right past Mr. Lamb- 
don’s siio the line was carried and 
across the road with the fox seem- 
ingly headed in the direction of Mrs. 
Redmond’s farm house. Swinging 
sharp right, however, he turned and 
made for the Sydam Cutting barn 
instead, then continued on across the 
mountain to the Wren woods, carried 
on across the sand and clay road and 
into M. F. H. Fletcher Harper’s, in 
the direction of the farm barn. Then 
making another right handed turn 
short of the barn, the fox headed 
down the driveway past Mr. Harper’s 
house and across the lawn with the 
pack right behind. It was then back 
across the sand and clay road again 
as he swung right once more and led 
away up through the woods near the 
entrance to Mrs. Redmond’s, then on 
to Middleton’s Mountain where he 
was started and Hounds lost again. 

The fourth fox of the day was 
found in the woods on Mr. Phipps’ 
Bank land and this one carried 
Hounds and followers away on a run 
which those at the finish maintained 
lasted nearly an hour without a 
check. Away they went to the Neill 
place, then turned short right hand- 
ed and cut through the Brent place 
and on from there to the Swartze 
land and back by the Brent house 
and on over the top of the hill to 
John Clark’s. With Hounds right on 
the line, it was then on to the Fur- 
eron farm and towards the Marshall 
turnpike where they swung back 
again and over the Furcron farm and 
once more into Mr. Clark’s. Crossing 
the road then into the Major Murray 
farm, the line was carried on into 
Kattykew, then back to Murray’s 
again where the fox was at last put 
to earth and there were tired horses 
that pulled up with the few follow- 
ers left. It was then five p. m. anda 
slow hack home, for horses could 
searcely walk. 

On Monday last Hounds were tak- 
en out on the mountain back of the 
kennels. A fox was started on “Mt. 
Eccentric” which ran to Tom Mc- 
Cray’s and on to Pignut Mountain 
where the pack split as another line 
was picked up. The first fox went 
away to High Point and the second 
was denned shortly afterwards on 
Pignut Mountain.

must be age. The winners of the Grand National in England average 9 
years of age and personally, I would not consider running a horse over tim- 
per under 6 years of age. 

“During this training period,’’ Dr. Allen went on, ‘‘the timber horse 
should be hunted all season and hunted hard. Both Captain Kettle and Os- 
tend were hunted and what is more they were used for whipper-ins horses. 
There was no hill topping hunting for them for they went out early and 
stayed until the end. They were taught to jump before they were schooled 
over timber and they both were Show horses for awhile.”’ 

A great believer in the Show ring as a training ground for timber horses, 
pr. Allen explained that a horse should learn to jump before people. He 
learns to keep his head before people when jumping under all kinds of con- 
ditions and obstacles. Jumping does not hurt a horse, it is jumping over 
the same places that sours them, but in the hunting field, the horse learns 
to love the sport and learns to like to jump. Jumping in the woods, a horse 
comes up to a jump suddenly, he has to adjust himself suddenly, he learns 
to take care of himself before the unexpected.” 

These principles of Dr. Allen’s are more than mere theories. They have 
been tried and tested innumerable times. Captain Kettle came off the track 
at four with no knowledge of jumping until he was taught at Clifton. Coq 
Bruyere by Coq Gaulois was broken at Clifton. Rockicy had her first bridle 
put on in March and in June she went on to win the Green Hunter Class at 
Upperville. The names of his jumpers are legion, so that Dr. Allen, when 
speaking of making horses into timber horses or show horses has knowledge 
that he has put into practice many times over. 

“If you lower fences in timber racing,’’ he continued, ‘“‘horses will go fast- 
er, What is it that makes the Maryland Hunt Cup course what it is today. 
It is the fact that there are real rails. There is nothing that a horse can 
skim through there. The rider has to take up and the man who does not 
and races his horse over big jumps is courting disaster. I have seen a plod- 
der win the Maryland Hunt Cup more than once and defeat faster horses, for 
the great timber horse must be the horse who can jump and stay. Where 
would War Admiral be over timber? As soon as timber jumps are lowered, 
the speed increases and so do the falls.” 

Dr. Allen does not feel that the ills of timber racing can be cured by mak- 
ing timber races easier any more than he feels that making a commercial 
race out of the Maryland Hunt Cup will help the race. Nor is the trouble 
the lack of money. 

“There are any number of people who can afford to race a horse in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup,”’ he went on. ‘‘They just don’t want to take the time 
to develop that horse. They want a horse that can win races. They don’t 
have the patience to wait years for one race. This year one reason timber 
races did not have large entries in one or two meetings was the outstanding 
nature of Mr. Strawbridge’s Coq Bruyere. Owners did not want to race 
against this horse. Frank Bonsal told me that he did not think he had ever 
seen such a timber horse.”’ 

Certain steps can be-taken to help timber racing beside taking more time 
to develop timber horses. One of these, Dr. Allen feels, is more rigid super- 
vision on the part of stewards to insist that riders are not cut off and that 
young, green riders coming on are not discouraged by the older ones who 
cut them off, pocket them and so discourage them in the game. There is too 
much window dressing,’ Dr. Allen said bluntly, ‘‘At some timber meetings. 
Stewards have a responsibility to insist on fairness at all times. Another 
move in timber racing must be back towards more natural conditions as 
found in the hunting field. Stamina must count in timber racing, not speed. 
Sharp turns, even plowed ground if not too deep or too severe so as to pre- 
vent a horse from jumping well could be used. The old timber races went 
over plow. Timber races should not consider time so much as ability to get 
over the course, and that is what should be the consideration today.” 

Mr. George Strawbridge and Mr. Edward Cheston of Philadelphia, Dr. 
Allen believes have gone far towards maintaining timber racing because of 
their insistence that time is the all important element. 

“The credit for the outstanding success of Coq Bruyere,” he said emphati- 


cally, “is in the manner that these Philadelphians brought on this horse by 
using the patience to wait until the horse knew how to jump.” 

In illustrating his point, Dr. Allen said that Mr. Charles Cheston bought 
a yearling by Coq Gaulois—Airy Fairy, a full brother to Airy Sprite, 
with the intention of making a timber horse of him, but to do that, means 
waiting six years and more. ‘That is what is meant by patience in timber 
racing.”’ 

The Coq Gaulois strain has proven itself many times. It is a great jump- 
ing strain. There are three 2 year olds by the old horse left now at Glifton. 
The last ones by the “Old Horse’. One a grey colt out of Marie Antoinnette 
II, she by *Glencairn out of Ringling by Fatherless. Then there is a full 
brother to Clifton’s Beau out of Lock Storm that is eligible for the English 
Stud book and a filly, full sister to Airy Fairy, she by Cicero. 

A bell rang in the hospital hall way. The famous surgeon jumped from 
the bed and headed for the door. His free moments to discuss horses over 
and they are rare moments in the life of this noted Doctor. 

““My hat is off to William du Pont for developing the money race that he 
is doing today,”’ he exclaimed as he departed for his duties, “It is a great 
contribution to racing and money races are splendid. Racing could not go 
on without them, but don’t forget that the man who has won the Maryland 
Hunt Cup has made money. He has a horse that to many owners money 
will not buy. A Maryland Hunt Cup prospect may be bought for $2,000, but 
$25,000 has been refused after the race.”
